in any .country, has been produced in 
the United States this year. The gov-

bushels larger than, the record crop 
of 1912.

other cities. Dr. Spencer, of Wausau . 
advises that the plant , be made to -go i 
out "where you are sure there can ! 
never be any trouble." Dr. Furstrnan 
of La Crosse indicates a belief that a 
plant may be saftly conducted within 
the city limits, but admits of receiving I 
some complaints from the Listman 
Mill company about the plant in that ' 
city. Dr. Pauquin, executive officer of 
the Kansas City health department, 
declares it would be a regretable mis- 
take to establish "a slaughter house 
or anything of the kind within the 
city limits." A number of other health 
officials are quoted' at length in the 
official statement. 


Money- for the. new packing plant 
has been subscribed by farmers and 
others in southwestern Wisconsin. 
The officers were desirous of locating 
the plant near the east city limits, 
but such animosity has resulted at 
two hearings before the common coun- 
cil that no license has yet been Issued 
The city officials and others are at- 
tempting to have the plant located at 
some distance from the city, claiming 
that the- smell- would1 injure the value 
of nearby property.

A num- 
ber of bills were introduced for the 
purpose of harmonizing the state laws 
on migratory birds with the federal 
•regulations. In at least nine states

Among tht1 novel features in the

Laws Protecting Big Geme. 
The more important changes affect- 
ing big game included the closing fo 
the season for four years on moose in

weeks; closing the season on moun- 
tain sheep in Montana; changes af- 
fecting does in seven states, including 
the removal of protection In Florida, 
Nevada, New Jersey and Wyoming; . 
establishment of a limit in Arkansas; 
and decrease in the limits in Alaska, 
Michigan, Montana and Nevada. 
Under present conditions deer hunt- 
ing is permitted In thirtysix states, 
in about one-third of which the hunter 
is limited to one deer a season and 
in most of the others to two. Eight- 
een states protect does at all seasons 
and allow only bucks to be killed— 


; namely, Alabama, Arizona, California,-. 
Georgia, Idaho,. Missouri, Mississippi, 
New Mexico, Nevada, New York, Ok- 
homa, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, 
Utah, Vermont, West Virginia 
and 
Wisconsin. 
Pennsylvania requires 
that eer killed shuil have horns two 
inches above the hair, New York and 
Vermont at least three inches long, 
and West Virginia four inches long, 
while California prohibits entirely the 
killing of spike bucks.

TEN INCH RAINFALL 


DURING SEPTEMBER 


Records Kept by George H. Rumrill 


From Gauge He Has in His 


Garden. 


According to the 
general run of 
weather prophets, rain artists, etecera, 
the amount 
of rain which fell in 
Janesvllle during- the month of Sep- 
tember 
would total something like 
two feet. Figuring the precipitation 
after a. heavy storm is much Indulged 
in but very few people ever figure a 
fall anywhere nearby corect. 
It will surprise some people to know 
that only a fraction over ten inches 
of rain felP during September. With 
the great storms which visited this 
vicinity it has been 
figured 
that 
throughout the month much more- than 
this, was the ease. 
But, when one 
stops to consider 
a ' depth of ten 
'inches of water spread over the entire 
city, the rainfall for the month is seen 
in a more clear light. 
George H. Rumrill, residing at 302 
Linn street, has a rain gauge in his 
garden and has kept data on the fall 
during the month. 
Mr. Humrill's 
figures show 
that 'the precipitation 
was exactly ten and three-sixteenths 
inches. Mr. Rumrill's gauge is similar 
to -those 
used by the government 
weather 
bureau 
in 
its- . stations 
throughout the United States, a gal- 
vanized iron cylinder about 'the diam- 
eter of ordinary 
stove 
pipe 
and 
twelve or-fourteen inches deep'. 
The figures he collected are as -fol- 
lows:

NOW FOR SOLDIERS.

Zuydcoote, France, Oct. 7.—In this 
coast town there is one of the largest 
military hospitals in France. Found- 
ed in 190S as a hospital for deformed 
and tuberculous 'children, it has one

baths and operation tables were con-

should be a war." Now every one of 
the nearly 
2,000 beds contains a 
wounded French soldier.

One grave alone has 
an upright post onty, not a cross. It 
marks the grave of a soldier who was 
known to be a.
